At best the lonji Arctic nijiht is 
tryintf. and the prospect of remuinin»- 
within the narrow coniines of a ship’s 
cabin for thi*ee or four years is almost 
unbeai’able to one who has had such au 
experience. 
Travelin^f in the open, 
the possibility of change of situation 
does much to keep up the spirits and 
good health of the men, and that 
gained is half the battle. 


“If Feary succeed« in persuadinij the 
natives (Eskimos) to accompany him: if 
disease does not destroy the dog team: 
if bis followers are well selected: and 
the expedition 
well povisloned—then 
and then only will Peary be successful. 


‘'And what then? Nansen has given 
to the public a complete knowledge of 
the geographical situation. 
There is 
Qo possibibility of any new and start­ 
ling developments, consequently the 
only result to follow the discovery of 
the pole will be purely a matter of per­ 
sonal aggrandizement.” 


Washington, July 9—The belief in the ofiicial 
circles in Washington today was that Santiago 
w'oiild not surrender but that the city would be 
destroyed by the army of Shafter and the heavy 
guns of Sampson. 


The matter of surrender has been left almost 
entirely with Blanco who at the present time is 
safe in Havana, several hundred miles from San­ 
tiago. Blanco sent w^ord to the Spaniards not to 
surrender but die if need be. 


The policy of the Spanish army and navy has 
been one of suicide and it is likely' to continue 
until there is no army or navy capable of surren­ 
der.

LOSS OF LA BOURGOGNE. 


Obicairo Chronicle Depicts It as Worse 
Than War. 


Editorial Chicago Chronicle: 
Sud­ 
den and violent death as the concomit­ 
an t of war is among the things ex­ 
pected, and though it causes deep grief 
to the survivors their distress is in a 
measure alleviated by the 
potential 
fore-knowledge—the possible anticipa­ 
tion—of the event. 


But sudden and violent death such as 
came to hundreds of people upon La 
Bourgogne is unmitigated by such an­ 
ticipation and the relatives of those 
lost are denied the consolation—en­ 
joyed by the friends of soldiers—that 
they died in the performance of duty. 
Therefore the loss of life attendano 
upon the linking of the French liner 
will cause a greater shock than tlie 
fatalities due to Spanish bullets ut 
Santiago. 


Only men died before the trenches 
that surrounded .San Juan, and they 
died lighting—dealing death as they re­ 
ceived it. But on La Bourgogne women 
and children perished in tiie gray dawn 
of Monday uu)rning and tliey went to 
death without hope or oppo)**unity of 
averting their fate. 
Ttie' were su.s- 
tained by no cneering comrades, by no 
hope of posthumous glory. 
They laced 
death in its most pitiless form—sure, 
awful, inevitable, 
it required more 
courage to die bravely on the steum-

WHY “TWO CENTS,” 


The E v e n i n g N e w .s has been asked 
why in view of the advanced cost of pa­ 
per it is possible for the Chicago morn- 
infir papers to sell for a cent and iniipos- 
slble for the local papers to do the 
same. 


The answer is easy. The Chicago 
papers do not sell for a cent, except 
those circulated in Chicago. Two- 
thirds of the circulation of the Chicago 
papers go into the country and for these 
papers the publishers receive one cent 
and a quarter a copy. This makes the 
average receipts of the Chicago papers 
to the publishers of about a cent a copy, 
while the country papers cannot figure 
on more than a half cent after paying 
the cost of delivery and the collection 
of accounts. 


Until the doubling up in the cost of 
print paper the one cent paper was a 
solid business 
proposition. Now 
a 
paper especially in a smalltown cannot 
be printed for less than a cent and a 
half a copy, or 10 cents per week. 


□D u r i n g the recent local option cam­ 
paign in this county it was repeat­ 
edly stated that South Haven was a 
sleepy town.

Automatic Klectrlo Fog Signal. 


An automatic electric fog signal has 
just been Invented. 
It consists of a 
large wheel placed at the side of the 
line near a station, 
and containing 
round its circumference thirty-two bar­ 
rels, each holding two cartridges. 
A 
second rail laid down near the appar­ 
atus is depressed by the passing train, 
and in its turn pulls back and then 
releases a hammer, which strikes a cap 
and explodes the two cartridges. 
By 
means of a rod attached the machine 
Is automatically reset when the train 
Is passed, and the hammer returns in­ 
to position to fire the next barrel. 
It 
is connected by electricity with the sig­ 
nals, and the man in the box can set or 
disconnect it by touching a button. The 
disconnection Is worked by a magnet, 
which draws down the hammer and 
prevents firing. 
Moreover, a tell-tale 
In the box shows the signal man ex 
aetly when the train 
fires the car 
tridges, and If the line is clear be 
presses a button, which rings a gong 
close to the engine. 
The train can 
thus proceed without loss of time, and 
often without slackei|lng.

Off Santiago de Cuba, July 7, Dlepatoh 
Boat D auntless, via Kingston, July 9.— 
tCopyrlght, 1898, by Associated Press.] 
—The return of Lieutenant Hobson to 
h ti Bhip, the New York, was marked by 
wild enthusiasm. 
It was dark when 
a ih o u t was passed along the ship that 
Hobson was coming. On the superstruc­ 
ture clambored the crew, ten deep, and 
on the quarterdeck the oillcers clustered 
around the sea ladder and a hundred 
hands were stretched out to grasp Hob- 
eon*8. It was not until he was safe once 
m ore on deck that the crew of the New 
York checrcMl, and then they broke out 
Into a yild yell which went up over and 
over again until the men were hoarse. 


Hobson sat once 
more 
among 
his 
messmates and told the story of his ex­ 
perience, his marvellous escape and his 
Imprisonment In Morro castle watching 
the shells explode outside his cell under 
a murderous fire. 
"1 did not miss the 
entrance to the harbor,” he said, ‘‘as 
Ensign Powell, in the launch, supposed. 
I headed east until I got my bearings, 
and then made for it, straight in. Then 
came the firing. It was grand, flashing 
out first fron one side of the harbor and 
then the other from those big guns on 
the hills, the Vizcaya, lying inside the 
harbor, joining in. 
The Merrimac’s 
steering gear broke as she gut to E s­ 
trella Point. 


Only three of the torpedoes on her 
ilde exploded when I touched the but­ 
ton. 
A huge subm arine mine caught 
her full am idships, hurling the w ater 
high In the a ir and tearing a great rent 
In the M errlm ae's side. 
H er stern ran 
upon E strella Point. Chiefly owing to 
the work done by the mine she was 
across the channel, but before she set- 
tltd the tide drifted her around. 
W e 
ware all aft, lying on the deck. 
Shells 
and bullets whistled around. 
Sla-inch 
■ hells from the Vizcaya came tearing 
Into the M errlmac. crashing Into wood 
and Iron and passing clear through, 
while the plunging shots from the fort 
broke through her decks. 


“ ‘Not a m an must move,' I said, and 
It was only owing to the splendid dis­ 
cipline of the men that all of us were 
not killed, as the shells rained over us 
and m inutes became hours of suspense. 
I t would have been Impossible to get 
the catam aran anywhere 
but to the 
ahore, where the yoldlers stood shoot­ 
ing, and I hofHid that by daylight we 
m ight be recognized and .»iavod. 
When 
the water came upon the Merrlmae's 
decks the catam aran floated amid the 
w reckage, but was .still made fast to the 
boom, and we caught hold of the edge 
and clung on, our heads being above 
w ater. A Spanish launch came toward 
the Merrlmac. 
We agreed to capture 
h er and run. Just as she came close the 
Spaniards saw us, and half a dozen 
m arines Jumped up and pointed their 
rides at our heads. 


** *Is there any oflicer in that boat to 
receive a 
surrender of prisoners of 
w a r? ’ I shouted. An old man leaned out 
under the awning and waved his hand. 
I t w as Admiral Cervera, the marines 
lowered their rifles and we were helped 
Into the launch. Then we were put in 
cells In Morro castle. 
It was a grand 
■ Ight a few days later to see the bom­ 
bardment, 
the 
shells 
striking 
and 
bursting around El Morro. 
Then we 
w ere taken into Santiago. 
I had the 
court m artial room In the barracks. My 
m en were kept prisoners in the hospital. 
From my window I could see the army 
moving, and it was terrible to see those 
poor lads moving across the open and 
being shot down by the Spaniards in 
th e rifle pits in front of me. Yesterday 
th e Spaniards became as polite as could 
be. I knew’ something was coming and 
then I was exchanged." 


Hobson 
was 
overjoyed a t getting 
back. He looked well, though somewhat 
worn. 
On the whole the Spaniards 
treated him better than might have 
been expected. Mr. Ramsden, the B rit­ 
ish consul at Santiago, was tlrele.ss in 
his efforts to secure comforts for Hob- 
aon and his men.
